It could do what 
no aeroplane yet in existence can 
do. Equally, of _ conrsa, the 
aeroplane, on account of its 
superior speed, would bare s 
trars ort “hald” to itself—thas of 
eomparatively short distance 
services. 

The running cost of aeroplane 
services is by co: Tison very 
high. Itis so high that, general- 
ly speaking, ouly one class of 
load can “be carried with sdvant- 
age both to sendar and carrier. 
That class of load is, of course. 

London 
Paria services show, there is a 
certain amount of remunerative 
aerial, tranyport in the form of 
light, costly, and urgent parcels.
